Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant faxed a draft list of arguments to Examiner for discussion; 
among the points discussed: Applicant believed Examiner should give more weight to the fact that Applicant 
approached manufacturers with the instant invention and was told that it could not be done. Examiner pointed out that 
the refusal or inability of manufacturers to perform the claimed method does not in itself demonstrate non-obviousness 
and that the rejection is based on prior art and reasoning and it is the prior art and reasoning that must be overcome. 
Applicant pointed out that WEISS does not disclose perforated series of bags. Examiner pointed out that Fig. 1 of 
OTSU ET AL does show perforations and is part of the rejection.
